Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  1969,  prepared  on  the 
lines  indicated  in  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security  circular  1/70. 


Infectious  Diseases 

The  number  of  infectious  disease  notifications  during  the  year  was  86, 
compared  with  204  in  1968,  and  was  the  lowest  figure  recorded  since  1962. 


Vital  Statistics 

The  crude  birth  rate  fell  from  16-23  per  thousand  population  in  1968 
to  15-52  in  1969.  Corrected  for  comparability,  in  age  and  sex  distribution  with 
the  country  as  a  whole,  the  figure  is  18-47,  which  is  well  above  the  figure  for 
England  and  Wales  of  16-30. 


The  crude  death  rate  per  thousand  population  rose  from  12-06  in  1968  to 
13-00  in  1969.  The  corrected  death  rate  of  9-36  compares  favourably  with 
the  figure  for  England  and  Wales,  which  remained  at  11-90. 


Untreated  Milk — Brucellosis 

During  the  year  80  samples  of  raw  milk  being  retailed  in  the  district  from 
14  different  sources  were  submitted  for  biological  examination  to  check  for  the 
presence  of  Brucella  abortus  and  tubercle  bacilli.  All  samples  were  found  to 
be  free  from  these  organisms  and  satisfied  the  test  for  the  absence  of  penicillin. 

Cream 

The  sale  of  fresh  cream  continues  to  expand  both  nationally  and  in  this 
area — in  1959  some  40  million  gallons  of  milk  was  used  to  make  fresh  cream 
whilst  in  1969  this  figure  had  risen  to  146  million  gallons.  Much  of  this  cream 
is  produced  by  herds  which  are  not  certified  as  being  free  from  Brucella  and  is 
not  heat  treated  to  kill  these  and  other  possible  pathogenic  bacteria.  In  addition, 
as  the  bulk  of  the  milk  from  such  herds  is  pasteurised  before  sale,  the  milk  is 
not  subject  to  routine  testing  for  the  presence  of  Brucella.  For  these  reasons 
it  was  decided  to  commence  sampling  of  fresh  cream  as  a  regular  routine  both 
for  the  presence  of  Brucella  and  tubercle  bacilli,  and  for  methylene  blue  testing 
to  ascertain  the  general  bacteriological  quality  of  the  cream. 

Some  43  samples  of  cream  were  submitted  for  examination.  One  sample 
was  found  to  be  positive  for  Brucella  abortus  type  II.  The  cream  was  produced 
at  a  farm  in  this  district  the  majority  of  the  milk  from  the  farm  being  sold  for 
pasteurisation  before  retail  sale.  The  farmer  agreed  voluntarily  to  cease  retailing 
cream  until  his  veterinary  surgeon  and  this  department  could  eliminate  all 
infected  cows  from  the  herd.  This  particular  cream  was  much  in  demand  in  the 
district  and  considerable  loss  of  revenue  would  have  been  suffered  by  the  farmer; 
he  therefore  decided  to  heat  treat  his  cream  before  sale,  to  satisfy  the  phosphatase 
test.  Co-operation  between  the  farmer,  Dairy  Husbandry  Adviser  and  this 
department  quickly  perfected  a  suitable  pasteurising  technique  and  the  cream 
was  soon  on  sale  again.  It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  not  one  customer  com¬ 
plained  that  the  heat  treated  cream  (it  was  not  labelled  as  such)  was  of  a  poorer 
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quality  than  the  fresh  article.  After  considerable  testing  all  infected  animals 
were  removed  from  the  herd  and  eventually  two  negative  samples  were  produced 
from  the  remaining  cows  in  accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  17/66. 

A  second  sample  of  cream  from  another  farm  proved  to  be  positive  to 
Brucella  abortus  type  I  and  the  farmer  agreed  to  discontinue  cream  manufacture. 

Of  the  43  samples  of  cream  30  produced  unsatisfactory  methylene  blue 
tests,  5  were  satisfactory  and  8  were  of  doubtful  quality.  These  disappointing 
results  were  either  due  to  unsatisfactory  production  methods,  to  poor  storage 
facilities  after  production,  or  to  overlong  keeping  by  the  retailer.  The  Dairy 
Husbandry  Adviser  is  notified  of  all  failures  and  visits  the  producer.  In  addition 
advice  is  given  to  the  retailer  concerned  by  this  department. 

Food  Hygiene 

A  considerable  number  of  occupiers  of  food  premises  had  to  be  reminded 
of  the  high  standards  of  hygiene  required  by  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
by  the  service  of  some  108  informal  notices  regarding  contraventions  of  the 
Regulations.  It  seems  that  with  the  continual  rapid  increase  in  the  cost  of 
employing  staff  and  maintaining  premises,  hygiene  standards  often  suffer 

In  particular  public  houses  continue  to  expand  the  catering  side  of  their 
business,  often  without  first  improving  the  food  preparation  areas  to  comply 
with  the  Regulations.  The  various  owning  brewers  are  invariably  to  blame  for 
this  state  of  affairs,  and  many  letters  have  been  sent  requiring  improvement  of 
the  former  domestic  kitchens  of  the  licensed  premises.  In  addition  the  standard 
of  sanitary  accommodation  provided  at  many  licensed  premises,  although 
usually  satisfying  the  low  legal  requirements,  are  archaic  and  well  below  the 
standard  which  increasing  numbers  of  the  public  would  wish  to  see — in  1969 
there  is  still  no  legal  power  to  require  hand  washing  facilities  to  be  provided  in 
conveniences  used  by  the  public  at  licensed  premises. 


Food  Complaints 

The  number  of  complaints  received  regarding  the  sale  of  unfit  food,  or 
food  not  of  the  nature,  substance  or  quality  demanded,  continues  to  increase 
each  year.  The  complaints  included  mouldy  cheese  on  display  in  a  shop; 
sale  of  mouldy  jar  of  mincement;  sale  of  out  of  condition  smoked  salmon; 
sale  of  a  sausage  roll  containing  a  foreign  object  which  appeared  to  be  rodent 
excreta  but  which  on  further  examination  was  found  to  be  not  harmful  to  health, 
being  a  mixture  of  flour  and  mineral  oil;  sale  of  a  maggot  infested  meat  pie. 
In  this  last  case,  which  occurred  in  a  public  house,  legal  proceedings  were  taken 
under  Section  8  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  against  the  licensee  and  the  pie 
manufacturer.  The  case  against  the  manufacturer  was  dismissed  but  the  retailer 
was  fined  £20  and  £8  8s.  Od.  costs  were  imposed. 

All  complaints  are  fully  investigated  and  both  the  retailer  and  manufacturer 
are  given  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  offending  article. 

Food  Poisoning 

The  need  for  care  to  prevent  food  poisoning  not  only  by  caterers  but  also 
in  the  home  was  emphasized  by  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  caused  by 
Salmonella  typhimurium  which  affected  ten  out  of  eighteen  people  attending 
a  weekend  party  at  a  farm.  The  source  of  the  organism  was  traced  to  two 
turkeys  reared  on  the  farm  which  formed  part  of  the  meal  at  the  party.  All  the 
food  was  prepared  by  the  farmer’s  wife  and  cross  contamination  obviously 
occurred  in  the  kitchen  followed  by  rapid  growth  of  the  organism  on  the 
warm  summer’s  day.  The  farmer’s  wife  was  herself  infected  and  was  seriously 
ill  for  several  days. 
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Food  and  Drugs  Act  1955 — Section  63 

The  licence  in  respect  of  the  knackers  yard  was  again  renewed,  the  premises 
generally  being  maintained  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

The  Meat  (Sterilisation)  Regulations  came  into  force  on  the  1st  November 
requiring  the  sterilisation  of  all  meat  produced  in  knackers  yards  before  being 
sold.  The  knackers  yard  has  insufficient  facilities  for  sterilisation  of  all  the 
meat  produced  and  until  the  premises  can  be  extended  written  permission  was 
given  in  accordance  with  the  Regulations  for  the  meat  to  be  transported  in 
locked  vehicles  to  an  approved  sterilising  premises  in  a  neighbouring  district. 

Slaughter  of  Animals  Act  1958 

Four  slaughterman’s  licences  were  renewed  during  the  year. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (General)  Regulations  1959 

Three  complaints  were  received  during  the  year  regarding  dirty  milk 
bottles.  None  of  the  bottles  were  excessively  dirty  and  they  were  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  dairy  concerned  with  the  request  for  more  vigilance.  The 
occasional  dirty  bottle  will  not  be  avoided  until  the  dairy  industry  converts  to 
disposable  containers. 

Pet  Animals  Act  1951 

Two  additional  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  bringing  the 
total  number  of  premises  registered  to  4,  and  5  visits  were  made  during  the 
year. 

Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act  1963 

Two  additional  premises  were  registered  during  the  year  bringing  the  total 
number  of  premises  registered  to  17,  and  24  visits  were  made  during  the  year. 

Poultry  Production  and  Inspection 

A  relatively  weak  legal  control  exists  over  the  slaughter  and  inspection  of 
chicken  compared  with  the  slaughter  and  inspection  of  other  food  animals. 
For  example,  poultry  slaughter  premises  do  not  have  to  be  registered,  there  are 
no  specific  regulations  prescribing  standards  for  the  premises,  there  is  no  precise 
control  over  the  disposal  of  unfit  carcases;  and  what  constitutes  an  unfit 
chicken  is  basically  left  to  relatively  untrained  personnel  on  the  production  line. 
Even  daily  visits  from  a  public  health  inspector  would  achieve  little  when  some 
factories  are  killing  30,000  and  more  chicken  per  day. 

Noise 

The  number  of  complaints  received  regarding  noise  increased  significantly 
this  year.  Too  little  attention  is  given  to  the  design  of  quiet  machines  of  all 
types  and  many  people  have  little  regard  to  the  strain  they  inflict  upon  neigh¬ 
bours  by  the  creation  of  completely  unnecessary  noise.  An  example  of  this  was 
the  complaint  received  from  a  number  of  residents  regarding  a  steam  whistle 
blasted  off  no  less  than  ten  times  per  day  for  time  keeping  purposes  by  a  factory. 
Intervention  by  the  department  had  the  frequency  reduced  to  twice  per  day. 
Four  complaints  were  received  regarding  noisy  refrigeration  equipment,  one 
regarding  noisy  plant  in  a  factory,  one  regarding  pumps  owned  by  a  statutory 
undertaking  and  one  regarding  long  and  repeated  rehearsals  by  a  “pop  group” 
in  a  hall  of  wooden  construction  sited  close  to  houses.  Informal  action  by  the 
department  produced  the  desired  result  in  each  case. 
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Housing  Improvement  Grants 
Standard  Grants 

The  Housing  Act  1969  introduced  a  number  of  amendments  to  past 
legislation,  including  an  increased  maximum  grant  of  £200,  or  £450  in  certain 
cases.

Applications  for  Housing 

The  total  number  of  applications  on  the  waiting  list  decreased  from  923 
in  January  to  874  in  December. 


New  Accommodation 

A  block  of  flats  with  a  Resident  Warden  were  completed  at  Lealands, 
Uckfield.  This  block  consists  of  12  bed-sitting  rooms  for  single  people  and 
12  self-contained  flats  for  couples.  A  kitchen  for  the  use  of  the  W.R.Y.S. 
Meals  on  Wheels  Service  was  incorporated  in  this  building. 

Work  was  started  on  a  similar  block  of  flats  at  Wadhurst  for  completion 
early  in  1970. 

A  development  of  38  houses  and  16  flats  is  under  construction  at  Jarvis 
Brook  to  enable  the  Council  to  rehouse  tenants  from  Palesgate  and  the  pre¬ 
fabricated  bungalows  at  Rotherfield.

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  arrangements  which  were  made  for  the  examination  of  specimens  taken 
for  the  diagnosis  and  control  of  infectious  diseases,  with  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Royal  Sussex  County  Hospital,  Brighton  (telephone  number 
Brighton  63506),  continued  throughout  the  year  and  proved  to  be  very  satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Medical  practitioners  send  specimens  direct  to  the  Laboratory  and  receive 
a  report  by  telephone,  a  written  copy  of  the  report  being  sent  to  this  office. 

Specimens  may  be  sent  to  reach  the  Southdown  Bus  Depot,  Pool  Valley, 
Brighton,  by  5.15  p.m.  from  Mondays  to  Fridays  and  by  12.30  p.m.  on  Satur¬ 
days,  or  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  by  6  p.m.  from  Mondays  to  Fridays 
and  by  1  p.m.  on  Saturdays. 

Urgent  examinations  may  be  carried  out  at  other  times  by  arrangement 
with  the  Director,  Doctor  Jameson  (telephone  number  Brighton  56960). 

Ambulance  Services 

The  County  Council,  under  the  provisions  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  1946,  has  the  duty  to  ensure  that  ambulances  are  available  where  necessary 
to  convey  persons  suffering  from  illness  from  places  in  their  area  to  places  in 
or  outside  their  area. 

The  stations  and  ambulances  are  linked  by  radio  control,  which  ensures  a 
quicker  and  more  efficient  service  in  accident  or  emergency  cases.  All  emergency 
calls  along  our  common  boundary  with  the  Kent  County  Council  are  covered  by 
the  nearest  ambulance  to  the  scene  of  the  emergency. 

A  day  and  night  ambulance  service  is  available  and  calls  are  accepted  from 
doctors,  nurses,  midwives  and  hospitals  in  the  area.  Only  in  cases  of  accidents 
or  other  sudden  emergencies  are  calls  accepted  directly  from  members  of  the 
public.
